Reaffirming that what goes 
on in the classroom is, basical- 
ly, their major concern, Menlo | 
Park Elementary School Dis- 
trict trustées ‘this week agreed 
{o tfy to spend more time stu 
dying it. | 

The trustees also commend | 
ed the administration for initi- 
ating improvements in the dis 
trict’s curricultm “even before 
Sputnik.” 

Their remarks cdme Tuesday 
night, dfter reading of a fetter 
from Dr. Glen B. Hayden of 
Atherton, in which Dr. Hayden 
said he felt tests showed stu 
dents of “above average Caii- 
Wer” weren’t being challenged. 

Dr. Hayden pointed out that 
tests which showed local chil- 
dren with accomplishments 
equalling “12th grade” in arith- 
metic were actually tested only 
on basic mathematical subjects 
—nddition, subtraction, multi- 
plication dnd division — and 
that under such a system the 
tests couldn’t be considered an 
adequate guide. 

Most 12th graders, he noted, 
have advanced subjects such 
as algebra and geometry as 
well.

Teachers Can Learn a Lot 
From ‘B-E Day’ Events 


Last Thursday, more than 100 teachers of the Menlo 
Park School District staff visited businesses in the area, 
seeing how industry works. 

It’s a safe bet that many of them were surprised by 
what they saw. 

For most of us, working blissfully at jobs which get 
only a little bigger and a little more complicated each 
year, or which evolve at an easy pace which all of us can 
keep track of, are apt to lose sight of some of the latter- 
day triumphs of industrialization that are going on all 
about us. 

One major national firm has reported that more than 
half of its present employees are working on gadgets — not 
all of them electronic ones — which weren't even invented 
10 years ago. 

A whole new world of factory management and prac- 
tice has come into being also, during the past few years. 
No longer is a “factory” a dingy, noisy place in which 
workers swarm over minute tasks at a forced high speed. 
It’s been found people do better in pleasant surroundings, 
and matty “factories” even have music piped in, to provide 
a soothing background in what otherwise might be a pretty 
funereal place. Many teachers, like many workers in 
offices, housewives, and professional men whose jobs have 
changed but little in the past few years, got out of college 
and went to work in their specialty. 

* Jt’s a good thing for teachers to get out of their so- 
called “ivory tower” occasionally, to see what’s going on 
in the business world. 

It would be‘a.good thing for all of us to do.

All Oracles Are Alike: 
They Know Who Pays Them 


To Palo Alto’s city council and to the Santa Clara 
county board of supervisors, an oracle has spoken. 

} The oracle was “an outside, unbiased engineering 
firm” hired to draw up a “master plan” for freeway and 
highway development for Santa Clara county as a whole. 

Its utterance has taken the form of a voluminous, inch- 
‘and-a-half thick report, complete with halftones of aerial 
photographs on which have been superimposed sketches 
of where, and in what form, new freeways ought to be 
built to serve the agencies that hired the oracle. 

There are a couple of good things about oracles, if 
you're the one that hired them. 

1. They are inscrutable. Nobody but the oracle 
can really interpret or question what's been said. 

Thus, we can expect that, if Menlo Park's city council 
decides to register such a thing as a protest against the 
oracle’s somewhat high-handed proposal that Menlo Park 
would be the ideal site for a traffic interchange to serve 
Stanford and Palo Alto, the local representatives can expect 
to be told: 

‘s) “Naturally, these are just the recommendations of our 
engineers. We are not specialists in the field, any more 
than you are. We have to rely on their expertness.” 

2. Oracles are unanswerable, except by other or- 
acles. Thus Menlo Park’s representatives, confront- 
ing Santa Clara county's bought-and-paid-for engi- 

“neers, can expect to be told: 

“Your idea of putting this cloverleaf in the com- 
munity it’s going to serve may have merit, but we doubt 
it, A plan not drawn up by persons with the specialized 
knowledge of highway engineers would necessarily be 
so faulty that it’s not worth considering.” 

The only possible answer to this one is to hire another 
engineer, who will come up with a drawing showing the 
proposed Willow road-El Camino Real-Alma street traffic 
interchange entirely in Palo Alto. 

This course of action is fine, from the point of view 


of oracles. It increases business for all of them.

It would seem that the human race ought to learn 
about oracles, sooner or later. 
~.. More than 2500 years ago one of them set up shop in a 
cave near Delphi, Greece. 

The Delphic oracle spoke in a grand and poetical 
but usually vague manner; it was so holy and unques- 
tionable that those consulting it did all in their power 
‘to make its utterances come true. 

‘Wars were fought or delayed on its word; empires ex- 
panded or contracted; marriages were made and murders 
‘condoned ;all manner of human activity was governed by it. 
But it should have been noticed that the oracle 

performed best-when larger amounts of treasure were 
deft in its cave. Pay it more than your opponent — who 
also consulted the oracle —and you would be favored 
with an encouraging sign. This would make you, in 
your optimism, likely to work harder and to succeed. 
Pay it less than your opponent did, and more than 
likely you'd get a discouraging report. 
j Of course, the oracle was backed up by a select priest- 
hood which, through several generations, had compiled a 
‘mass of data on geneaology, relative strengths of tribes 
and nations, the aspirations of kings, the prevailing winds 
“and likelihood of storms in various parts of the Aegean at 
yarious seasons of the year, and so forth. Thus the oracle 
came out with a pretty good average on predictions. 
So today, 2500 years hence, we can all hire engineers. 
‘For ia fee, they give their advice. 
“They will even advise you to solve your traffic prob- 
ems by dumping them into somebody else’s town.

Menlo Park Sanitary Dis- 
trict’s rain gauge fell a victim 
of Sunday night’s storm. 

Wind blew over a ladder, re- 
ports treatment plant opera- 
tor E. J. Webster; the ladder 
fell against the district’s “wea- 
ther station’ ’atop one of the 
sewage digesters at the plant. 

Webster said he duplicated 
the figures, used in this week’s 
“Walter the Weathermouse” 
report, by contacting the Red- 
wood City sewage treatment 
plant to find out how much 
rain fell during a few hours 
Sunday night and Monday 
morning. 

The gauge which got busted, 
incidentally, cost the sanitary 
district about $1.50 about five 
years ago. Previous to that pur- 
chase, the district used a 50- 
cent gauge for a couple of 
years. 

The rainfall and tempera- 
ture readings are considered 
useful by sewage treaters, be- 
cause length of the period of 
digestion of the stuff depends 
on the former, and the ceno- 
my of pump operation and gen- 
eral character of the material 
being handled is dependent on 
the rainfall.

would be a move in the direc- 
tion of economy and better ed- 
ucation. 

Small, relatively inefficient 
school districts cannot afford 
the specialists, consultants, or 
the wide selection of courses 
available to larger school agen- 
cies; classroom loads could be 
equalized over a large area 
whereas residents of one small 
district might not be able to 
build all the classrooms need- 
ed to meet a rapidly growing 
population. 

It’s admitted that bigness 
doesnt’ necessarily guaran- 
tee efficiency but at thesame 
time, it’s also admitted that 
some of the pressing prob- 
lems indicated above could 
be met more adequately by 
a larger agency. 

The problem, of course, is 
statewide. But in spite of that, 
most of the work done in be- 
half of unification in the past 
few years has been done on 
the local level and only now 
is there a measure before the 
legislature under which funds 
would be made available to lo- 
cal groups with which they do 
necessary research, proving 
the value of joining existing 
school districts under a single 
agency. 

Mechanically, the county 
committee on school district

In Menlo Park the volunteers in Ameri- 
can Legion Post No. 828, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. William J. Casey, commander, 
made the Blue Crutch Days a success. The 
productive Mothers’ March was led by Mrs. 
Joseph Shaw, with area direction from 
Mrs. Joel Yager in San Carlos. The total 
program for Menlo Park was under the 
able direction of Floyd Beach. 

In every cause there are the unsung— 
the people who actually do the legwork 
which spells ultimate success. Menlo Park's 
manpower and womanpower contributed 
mightily in the campaigning. The end re- 
sults can only be good—good for the entire 
community and nation.

THREAT TO LIBRARY

fornia State Library to the University of 
California. 

Menlo Park Friends of the Library, who 
support the local city-county facility, are 
joining with the California Library associ- 
ation and other interested groups and indi- 
viduals in the state who feel that the 
proposition endangers a unique and valu- 
able collection of resource material. This 
material is now available to students and 
scholars throughout the state through their 
municipal, county, college, university, spe- 
cial or institutional libraries, as a right and 
free of charge. 

By eliminating the experienced staff of 
two professional librarians and two clerks 
and making the transfer, the proposal is 
supposed to save the taxpayers the sum of 
$25,387. 

The immediate result of this proposition 
could mean the banishment of this library 
collection to a virtual limbo, since the uni- 
versity has no housing for the collection in 
San Francisco as yet and according to the 
Sutro will, the material must remain in 
San Francisco. Actually, the transfer itself 
would cost more than the $25,387 required 
to maintain staff and service the library 
for the year. It is significant that no addi- 
tional money is budgeted for the Univer- 
sity of California in the proposal. 

The greater loss to the people of Cali- 
fornia is the right to use the material free, 
as a part of the state library. Since the 
University must attend first to the needs 
and desires of its students and faculty, 
where its responsibilities lie. the material 
would no longer be fully available to the 
public. 

We urge that the proposal be abandoned 
and that the money deducted from the 
state library budget be returned so_ that 
this integral part of the system, the Sutro 
collection, can continue to serve the people 
of California. 

We are urging all Friends of the Library 
groups in the state, as well as other organi- 
zations and individuals to join with us in 
expressing their feelings on this proposal.

presentatives of individual 
school districts. When the com- 
mittee has an action pending 
{to bring before the voters, it 
“augments itself” by calling in 
all members of all school 
boards in the county. 


Naturally, school district 
trustees aren’t likely to vote 
their own offices out of exis- 
tence. 


In the “County Comment” 
column on this page, a new 
recommendation of the county 
grand jury and County Mana- 
ger Robert Stallings is discus- 
sed. It has been noted, how- 
ever, that in arriving at its 
recommendation for “broaden- 
ing the base” of the school dis- 
trict organization committee, 
the grand jury didn’t consult 
with the latter group, appar- 
ently didn’t read any of its 
minutes, and wrote its recom- 
mendation only after a rela- 
tively superficial study. 

What members of the pre- 
sent county committee hope is 
that the state funds, if and 
when they are made available 
for research by the local group, 
will result in overwhelming 
evidence that unification will 
result in greater educational 
efficiency. 

There’s also the necessity of 
forestalling some state legisla- 
tive action. The state legisla- 
ture, if it chooses to do so, can 
require all the school districts 
in the county to unify; local 
agencies wont’ have much to 
say about it.

How much unification of 
schools is economical? 

Mrs. Helen Kerwin, chair- 
man of the county committee 
on school district reorganiza- 
tion, says that actual money 
savings might not be great, al- 
though its’ felt that a school 
system with 10,000 students in 
it, or a multiple thereof, would 
probably get each pupil a bet- 
ter education than is possible 
under present, smaller admin- 
istrations, 

A big gain can be realized, 
however, in education. Small 
school districts with only 100 
or 200 pupils can’t afford to 
hire specialists such as art con. 
sultants, science teachers, or 
music specialists; the versatili- 
ty of any classroom teacher 
can be assumed to be limited, 
also. 

In the past, it’s been the cus- 
tom to supplement offerings 
in the smaller district with 
county aid of various sorts. 

Now, the state has propos- 
ed to increase financial in 
centives for unifying school 
districts, so that newly uni- 
fied school districts can get 
more state subventions for 
each pupil for the first few 
years after the bigger organ- 
ization is established. 

Gains would also be realized 
in transportation of pupils, 
where there is duplication of 
routes by high school and ele- 
mentary school agencies in 
some areas and where, under 
unification, the state would 
help defray costs of buses. 

In any case, Mrs. Kerwin 
says, there’s no sense in treat- 
ing a state and national prob- 
lem like a local one; the grand 
jury report and Stallings’ rec- 
ommendations for legislative 
changes seem to do this.

County Comment: 


Superior Court's Efficiency 
May Make Judges a Little Sorry

San Mateo county’s five su- 
perior court judges may wish 
they had slowed down a little 
in their daily schedule and not 
piled up such an efficient rec- 
ord over the years. 

Despite recommendation by 
the county grand jury and the 
county Bar Asscociation, it 
seems likely that the board of 
supervisors will recommend 
only one superior judge to the 
state legislature. Even the 
judges themselves agreed with 
the jury and the attorney 


group that two more were 
needed here. 
The judges can blame 


themselves, as we said, be- 
cause the calendar here is 
in better shape than any oth- 
er large county. Only Santa 
Barbara has fewer cases 
pending than does __ this 
county in similar populated 
areas. 

We have only hearsay that 
the board will decide on one 
new judge, but we think the 
information is factual. 

The board of supervisors has 
been looking at the recommen- 
dations for some time and stu- 
dying all angles. First they 
feel that need for two addition- 
al judges is not present. An- 
other factor is the cost. 

Although the county pays on- 
ly half of a judge’s $18,500 an- 
nual salary, the “incidental” 
expenses will set the taxpayers 
back approximately $50,000, or 
about a cent on the tax rate. 

The county must furnish bai- 
liffs, clerks, reporters, etc., 
not to mention office space 
and the equipment for a com- 
plete courtroom. 

The new hall of justice has 
room for six superior courts, 
not seven. At present one of 
the judges spends about a day 
a week at the branch court of- 
fices in South San Francisco. 
The case load in the north 
county is not approaching the 
figure predicted for it before 
the opening a year ago. 

The court, however, had to 
be established due to a new 
state law requiring a branch 
in a city of 35,000 or over if 
more than a certain number 
of miles from the county 
seat. The grand jury has rec- 
ommended a branch super- 
ior court in San Mateo. The 
cost here again would seem 
unjustified with the hall of 
justice only a matter of five 
miles distant. 

There seem to be no plans to 
establish the court in the coun- 

ty’s largest city at this time 
but room will be provided in 
the planned municipal court 
building. This likely means 
that the superior court branch 
will follow soon. 

Another factor taken into 
consideration by the supervi- 
sors is the action which the 
state legislature may take on 
pending legislation. Most 
counties hope’ that the law 
makers will drop the provi- 
sions making it mandatory to 
hold pre-trial conferences. 
Such conferences take up al- 
most the full time of one 
judge here and in most ins- 
tances the talks are fruitless, 
especially on accident cases. 

The opposite is true in di- 
vorce aotions where many of 
the arguments can be settled 
over a conference table with 
the judge acting as arbiter 
with the attorneys. Other bills 
in the legisltaure might reduce 
the superior court loads by 
giving more duties to the mu- 
nicipal courts. With all this 
pending, the board of supervi- 
sors will, we predict, send a 
recommendation for only one 
judge to the legislature, disap- 
pointing a lot of would-be can- 
didates. 

The supervisors are giving 
more backing to another 
grand jury recommendation, 
that of reorganizing the coun- 
ty school district reorganiza- 
tion committee. You will re- 
member that the jury in its 
annual report criticized the 
present system, declaring 
that hand-picked members 
wanted to keep school dis- 
tricts as is in the face of 
need for reorganizing. The 
county has 29 independent 
school districts and no trus- 
tee or school administrator 
wants his district consolidat- 
ed with another. 

A recommendation to the 
state legislature already has 
been approved by the board of 
supervisors. 

Most important it would 
provide that such studies be 
placed in the hands of the el- 
ected county board of educa- 
tion “to better represent the 
people and express their will.” 

The grand jury described 
the present system as “cum- 
bersome and ineffective,” but 
the five-member education 
board (elected at large by su- 
pervisor districts) could un- 
doubtedly bring out some facts 
that eventually would lead to 
consolidation or reorganization 
in several areas. 

Certainly such action is ne- 
cessary and desirable whether 
or not the findings ever meet 
with voter approval. Many peo- 


ple now favor cutting the size 
of a school district, not enlarg- 
ing it. The Sequoia Union High 
School District is growing too - 
large but not one of several 
plans proposed for reorganiza- 
tion has ever gone through 
more than discussions of the 
reorganizing committee. 

The measure proposed by 
‘San Mateo county undoubtedly 
will get strong opposition from 
the teachers and board of trus- 
tee lobbies in the state capitol. 
Once the powerful representa- 
tives of the schools oppose a 
bill you can almost predict the 
date of the bill’s failure. Let’s 
hope this latest measure, will 
get support from the public 
from one end of the state to 
the other-—then it can win. 


§t. Christopher
